THE VOLSTEAD ACT 


What keeps a town alive? The 
loyalty of its citizens and of the com¬ 
munity surrounding it. This loyalty 
is demonstrated by buying at home. 
The difference between the life or 
death of a town is measured by the 
support which it receives from its 
own people. The Kamloop’s Sentinel 
emphasixes this fact in an editorial: 
“Buying at home takes nothing from 
national business but it aids in many 
ways the home town and its commer¬ 
cial enterprises. Buy away from 
home and you benefit only the out of 
town merchant and his town. Every 
community should be as self-suffic¬ 
ient as possible. By buying in their 


Major Mills, a former prominent 
prohibition enforcement officer of the 
United States won the Durant prize 
of $25,000 for his article giving a 
plan for making the Volstead Act ef¬ 
fective.

C. £>/• Sipith, former editor 
of the Calgary Herald, now stationed 
at Washington, says this puts the 
problem squarely up to the prohibi¬ 
tion enforcement division of the gov¬ 
ernment. Colliers Weekly has had 
special representatives investigating 
the rum running and whiskey mak¬ 
ing propensities across the line and it 
is very apparent that huge quantities 
of whiskey is being manufactured 
right in close proximity to where en¬ 
forcement officials live.

American papers state that the 
Prince of Wales desires to be known 
as King David when he ascends the 
throne, instead of Edward VIII as is 
usually anticipated. Certainly King 
David would be a more popular title 
than the more formal Edward. He 
would be David III of Scotland and 
David IV of Wales, which would be 
gratifying to the people of these na¬ 
tions. He has always been known in 
his family life as David, the name 
which represents Wales in the seven 
bestowed upon him—Albert Christ¬ 
ian Ernest George Andrew Patrick 
David. Already he has been receiv¬ 
ing the cabinet ministers and dis¬ 
charging duties pertaining to the 
throne which his father’s illness has 
laid upon him. Whether Edward or 
David he has won the heart of the 
great empire to which he is heir, but 
David would be a particularly British 
name and dear to the populace who 
have treasured it in many connec¬ 
tions from the “sweet singer of Is¬ 
rael” down to David Garrick, David 
Hogarth and David Livingstone, and 
in fiction with many favored heroes of 
whom David Copperfield, and David 
Elginbrod will serve as outstanding 
examples. Col. MacKendrick has al¬ 
ready declared for King David on 
grounds outside the ordinary’"scope Of 
a newspaper, but we fancy that if 
this name be chosen when the time 
comes to make it necessary, which 
we tall heartily wish, and none more - 
earnestly we feel sure than the 
prince himself, that the time will be, 
long delayed, no more welcome name 
than David could be chosen for one 
who would be a' shepherd to his peo¬ 
ple.—Hamilton Herald.

They 
spend it just as fast as they could 
for things to improve themselves,” 
have created great stiiT It is a 
strange contradiction of the usual ad¬ 
vice to save and save. But when in¬ 
terviewed a second time Ford still 
stuck to his guns, advising “Invest in 
yourself until you are forty. It is 
time enough to save when you can 
earn more than you can spend wise¬ 
ly.” 

All up and down the country Hen¬ 
ry’s remarks are being quoted and 
every conceivable construction put 
upon them. But many editors point 
out that the Ford doctrine applies on¬ 
ly to the exceptional person. Edison 
who was poor until he suddenly be¬ 
came fabulously rich, and Ford him¬ 
self are unusual cases. And at no 
time did they “spend” as most youths 
think of spending, carelessly and re¬ 
gardless of values gained. They 
spent in anything that contributed to 
ward their great beliefs. They in¬ 
vested seriously in themselves which 
is altogether different from tossing 
money to the winds. 

This is scarcly an age when it is 
necessary to urge youth to spend. 
.But if instead of hoarding their sav¬ 
ings penny by penny, they saved for 
the purpose of advising themselves 
and investing in themselves, that 
would be well worth while.

INDUSTRIES IN CALGARY 


What is reported to be the largest 
shipment of farm tractors made into 
one point arrived recently at Calgary. 
It was a trainload of 32 cars on 
which there were 128 tractors, for 
distribution throughout the province. 

There are 134 industries in Cal¬ 
gary, according to the Bureau of 
Statistics. A report shows their total 
capitalization to be $32,074,263, their 
employment roll 3,404 men and wom¬ 
en, with annual wages at $4,816,535 
and annual production value of $33,- 
010,188. Included in the list of indus¬ 
tries are 21 bakeries, 7 creameries, 3 
planing mills, 4 laundries, 16 biscuit 
and confectionery establishments and 
9 wood and paper industries.

In the year 1927 Canada-created a 
record in coal production with an outj 
put of 17,411,606 tons w^rth $61,809) 
672. There were 600 mines in oper¬ 
ation representing a capital invest¬ 
ment of about $510,000,000. That 
year Alberta produced 6,929,366 tons. 
The industry in Alberta is equipped 
to produce 15,000,000 tons with a 
market for only 7,000,000 tons. Can¬ 
ada’s coal production areas are situ¬ 
ated in the extreme east and west, 
leaving the great industrial centre 
provinces dependent 'upon importa¬ 
tions. At the last session of parlia¬ 
ment $150,000' was voted to reim¬ 
burse railways for losses in the move 
ment of experimental shipments of 
coal from Alberta and the Maritimes 
to Otnario and Quebec with the ob- 
jectof extending Canadian markets 
for Canadian coal.

Canada possesses the only oil-pro¬ 
ducing areas jin the British Empire, 
Great Britain having protectorates 
which produce oil on a commercial 
scale but Canada being the only pro¬ 
ducer within the Empire.

Alberta in 1927 accounted 
for a production of 217,068 barrels of 
oil, an increase of 50 pet cent, over 
the previous year, and representing 
66.6 per cent, of the totaft Dominion 
production in that year as against 60 
per cent, in the previous wear. 

Since the opening of the new year 
development has been prosecuted yet 
more actively and confidently by the 
important Canadian, British and Un¬ 
ited States interests in the field, with 
the result that it has experienced the 
greatest year of developmnt in its 
history. The months have served to 
more fully establish the Turner Val¬ 
ley field in the south of the province 
in particular, as a steadily producing 
field and to increase its potentiality. 
There is today greater confidence 
than ever in its future. 

In the. present year additional wells- 
have come into existence and old 
ones have in many cases increased 
their capacities so that production 
has been running well ahead of 1927. 
Fresh records in production were 
made in the early months of the year 
and a nw height reached in June with 
an output of 45,471 barrels. This was 
followed by 44,838 barrels in July, 
but by September this declined ta 
38,014 barrels. The valley has been 
returning to its backers about one- 
quarter of million dollars each month 
according to estimate, and mean¬ 
while there are 34 wells drilling in 
the Turner Valley, at least- twenty 
of which are located where produc¬ 
tion is considered reasonably certain 

The latest statistics show over 
twenty producing wells in Alberta 
with daily yeilds running from 12 to 
333 barrels. Royalite No. 4, in fact, 
has averaged as high as 500 barrels 
a day. Other leading producers are: 
Dalhousie No. 1 whose daily produc¬ 
tion is given as 300 barrels; Royalite 
No. 6, 182 barrels; Vulcan No. 1 100 
barrels; Royalite No. 7, 82 barrels; 
and Illinios-Alberta No.l, 80 barrels 
Total production of these wells has 
been at the rate of about 1,500 bbls. 
per day, with a daily output of 2,000 
barrels well within sight. 

The present revenue from the Tur 
l ner Valley field is summarized at 
| $460,000 from the sale of gas to the 
, Calgary Gas Company, and an aver- 
l age of 1,500 barrels of oil per day 
| at $4.29 per barrel, approximately 
, $2,346,000 per year. Production at 
Dakota and Femie, other sections of 
■ the Turner field, is at present 300 
j barrels per day and valued at $3.10 
i per barrel, a total of $340,000 per 
year. This gives the present produc- 
ingwells now drilling and the addi¬ 
tional acreage available for drilling 
gives some idea of the magnitude 
1 and potentiality of the Turner Valley 
oil fieltf. 

Each year the Turner Valley field 
is taking on a more settled and per- 
, manent aspect as increasing develop- 
| ments of a constructive character 
l take place there, reflecting growing 
confidence in its potential wealth. 
There are now 600 men employed in 
the field, 460 of whom are in the em¬ 
ploy of the Royalite Company. Per¬ 
manent settlements have grown up to 
house them, accentuating the air of 
industrial permanency. Developments 
are on a steadily ascending scale, and 
the Turner Valley is yet in its youth¬ 
ful days. The utmost faith exists in 
a great future. 

Turner Valley’s newest oil romance 
has been the blowing into production 
of Okalta No. 1 well with an official¬ 
ly measured gas pressure of 32,000,- 
000 cubic feet. On an early test this 
new well produced from 200 to 300 
barr^s of oil daily on only one sep¬ 
arator. Three additional separators 
are expected to establish production 
at 1000 barrels per day, exceeding 
that of -the former premier well at 
the field. 

The value of Canada’s field crops 
in 1928 is estimated at $1,051,043,000 
by the Bureau of Statistics. This 
compares with $1,134,192,600 in 1927 
and $1,104,983,100 in 1926. The com¬ 
parisons, with the year 1927 in brack 
ets, are as follows: Grain crops, 
$733,846,000 (797,536,000), potatoes 

$45,227,000 (64,341,000), hay and clo¬ 
ver and alfalfa $189,026,000 ($206,- 
781,000), root and fodder crops in¬ 
cluding sugar beets $82,945,000 ($75,- 
534,000). ^ 

Germany has returned to the high 
seas. Ten years ago her merchant 
marine was a skeleton. Today she is 
once more a strong factor, and her 
recovery is another of the wonders 
of post-war Europe. Today her mer 
chantmen may be seen in every port. 
The Treaty of Versailles stripped 
Germany of everything afloat, and 
the new German republic entered 
peace time with a merchant fleet 
about as strong as the Swiss navy. 
But building from the ground up, to¬ 
day her merchant tonnage is 70 per 
cent, of its pre-war figure. In 1914, 
she was the second shipping power. 
Today she has climbed back from ze¬ 
ro to fourth place. She ia in the race 
again. 


The Calgary association will con¬ 
tinue its Chinese (Ring-neck) pheas¬ 
ant stocking operations. A start was 
made last summer when 1,800 birds 
were set out adjacent to the city, and 
when about 600 birds were distribut¬ 
ed to various centres along with 
2,400 eggs.’ Reports on the progress 
of the experiment in the various cen¬ 
tres will be appreciated. How did the 
hatchings turn out? How did the 
live birds turn out? .How are they 
getting along during the winter ? 
Send in this informatior; it will be 
useful. 

It is suggested that where the 
Ring-necks were turned ^oose, feed 
be provided during the huljd weather. 
Set out a few ^heaves <>q loosen up 
the snow at the weed pile near the 
straw stack. Or throw out grain'of 
other feed where the pheasants can 
get it. The pheasants are valuable 
and it would be a pity to see them 
lost through lack of a little feed. 

Reports from around Calgary indi¬ 
cate thaj the Ring-necks are thriving 
They are in full plumage, and are 
wonderfully beautiful. Only one case 
of slaughtering has been brought to 
the association’s attention. A motor¬ 
ist potted two on the M.icleod Trail, 
south of Calgary, but unfortunately 
the number of his car was not obtain¬ 
ed. An example will be made of the 
first culprit caught. 

The district, in which the Ring- 
necks were stocked, has been con¬ 
stantly patrolled by a guardian, en¬ 
gaged by the Calgarx association. 
Hunters were warned otf prohibited 
territory, and so far it lias not been 
found necessary to start prosecutions. 
The hunters have been willing to 
move away when the circumstances 
were explained. The farmers and 
ranchers are co-operating loyally. 
They are the association’s best 
friends, and now that they have seen 
the pheasants on their land, they are 
enlisted as its warmest admirers and 
woe betide trespassers. 

The Calgary association will con¬ 
tinue its Ring-neck stocking in 1929 
and 1930. More birds will be import¬ 
ed and set out and eggs will be pur¬ 
chased. It is hoped that other locals 
will follow suit. The pheasant stock¬ 
ing must be carried along for at least 
three years before tangible results 
can be observed, and even afterwards 
there must be a measure of stocking 
every year. Birds and eggs can be Se¬ 
cured, as' with the Mongolians, 
through the Calgary association at 
actual cost, a lower price being assur 
ed through one big order. —Alberta 
Fish and Game Association. 

INFLUENZA 

Influenza is now sweeping North 
America, travelling east and north. 
The disease is now prevalent in Al¬ 
berta, fortunately of a milder form 
than in 1918. 

Symloms 

There may be variation in initial 
symtoms. There may or may not be 
cold in the head, Nose bleed may or 
may not occur. A moderate fever is 
usual, and a congested throat. Diz¬ 
ziness, loss of appetite and palpition 
may ensue. Weakness,, shortness of 
breath and severe muscular and joint 
pains may be present. Sometimes se¬ 
vere abdominal pains may be com¬ 
plained of, and in severe infection 
cyanosis may be noted. While the 
type of disease prevailing at this 
time is for the most part mild, some 
patients are more severely iltThan 
others and a variety of the above 
symptoms are noticed. 

Prevention 

To avoid contracting the disease it 
is advisable to keep away from 
crowds and crowded places. Reduce 
contact to a minimum. Avoid get¬ 
ting chilled and maintain bodily re¬ 
sistance to disease by observing the 
following rules. 

1. Eat plain, easily digestible, 
nourishing food and keep the bowels 
well regulated. 

2. Get eight hours sleep each 
night in a well ventilated bedroom. 

3. Get some exercise each day in 
the open. 

4. Do not worry about the disease 

5. Be cheerful. 

6. If the symptoms appear go to 
bed at once and remain their till re¬ 
covered. Thousands have died by

STATUS ADVANCED 

Canadian Government Has Taken 
Two Significant Steps 

The year 1928 has advanced the 
status of Canada noticeably. The 
government has taken two significant 
steps. The first was the exchange of 
ministers plenipotentiary between 
Canada and France, United States 
and Japan. Then as a result of the 
decision that the Governor General of 
Canada was directly representative 
of the Crown, and not the British 
Government. A British High Com¬ 
missioner was appointed for Canada. 
This is Sir William Clark. 

Canada, not content that Great 
Britain should act for her in signing 
the Kellog pact, added her own signa 
ture, through Premier King. 

The distinguished visitors this year 
have been Rt. Hon. Amery, Secretary 
of State, for the dominions, and Rt. 
Hon. Austen Chamberlain. This 
country was also the scene of the 
meeting of the British Parliamentary 
Association. 


A wonderful collection for Cana¬ 
dian historians is now being compiled. |

ed fKiTCanadian ccrfps, 

At no distant date Canada will pos I 
sess a complete collection devoted | 
solely'to the battalions, ambulances 
and other active elements which serv- j 
-ed during the Great War. 

These histories have been written | 
by men who served with the units j 
concerned. And their great value lies 
in the fact that throughout every line t 
rings the just pride of actual partici¬ 
pants. It is theirs to see that the 
deeds of their comradek are not for¬ 
gotten. The pages thrill with hum¬ 
orous episodes, with tales of simple 
bravery. About a dozen of these his- 1 
tories have already been published— J 
and every battalion will be represent¬ 
ed. A requisite is that a regimental 
historian be appointed, whose selec¬ 
tion is agreed upon by all the survtv- ! 
ing O.C.’s of the unit to he written I 
about'. The script is repeatedly scru- j 
tinized from a standpoint of accuracy \ 
and when finally approved, takes its j 
place with the other histories. 

That this work will be increasingly j 
valuable as years roll by, goes with¬ 
out saying. The present older gener¬ 
ation trust to their memories for war 
history and are reluctant to re-open 
old memories and wounds. 

But a newer generation and many 
generations will spring up eager to 1 
re-capture the glorious history of 
Canadian participation. To them the 1 
revelations of this collection' will. be 
inestimable. It lias been charged by 
war correspondents and many men 
who had an opportunity to see the 
entire war operations broadly that 
Canada is much too reticent about 
her activities. We»find that the re-! 
vised History of Canada prepared by 
W. L. (Iran of Upper Canada College 
for use by Grade XI students, de¬ 
votes fifteen pages solely to Canada’s j 
battle line. It does not appear meagre 1 
in relation to all other developments. 

It is of necessity condensed, and it is 
most desirable that other authentic 
literature to supplement the school j 
histories should be available to all j 
seekers after martial glories.

2,600,(K)0 swine and 208,000 poultry. 
Of these 1.50 per cent, of the cattle 
inspected were condemned, swine 0.27 
per cent and sheep 0.26 per cent. All 
carcases are rigidly inspected and if 
approved are stamped “Canada ap¬ 
proved.” The per capita consumption 
of meat is beef 68.76 pounds; pork 
81.43 pounds, mutton and lamb 6.11 
pounds and poultry 2.6 pounds.
